Plate Glass Makes It Interesting for Zeus in King 
Edward Hotel Gold Cup Contest, a Two Horse 
Affair — St. Bass Takes Another .Stake. 



Toronto. Ont., May 27. — Keen sport featured the 
closing day of the spring meeting at Woodbine. 
The Ontario Jockey Club provided a splendid pro- 
gram for the occasion, with the King Edward Hotel 
Hold Cup, the Nimrod Welter Plate, the William 
lleudrie Memorial Handicap and the Street Railway 
Steeplechase over the full course as the special 
attractions. Close finishes marked a majority of 
the races and much enthusiasm was displayed during 
the afternoon. For a time it looked as if the King 
Edward Hotel (odd Cup would develop into a walk- 
over for the Hildreth stable, which had Fitz Her- 
bert. King James and Zeus to depend upon. Thomas 
Healey, trainer for It. T. Wilson, scratched Olam- 
liala and Naushon. and then added Owanux, only 
to withdraw the latter at the last minute. The P. 
N. I*. Randolph stable trainer finally decided to send 
Plate Glass to compete with Zeus in an effort to 
win the rich prize. And what promised to be a one- 
sided affair proved a stirring contest. Zeus was 
ridden by C. H. Shilling, while Guy Garner bad the 
mount on Plate Glass. When the barrier was sprung 
Plate Glass left the post with a good burst of speed 
and, taking a lead of five lengths in the run through 
the homestretch, lie set a dazzling pace and had 
Shilling on Zeus hustliug lie fore they had gone a 
quarter to keep up. The first quarter was run in 
2.’>! and the half in 17. -Both were running freely 
and as they passed the half mile post, the watches 
showed that they had gone the first three-quarters 
in 1:11(5, which was faster than the track record 
l'or that distance. At this stage Shilling drew his 
whip and struck Zeus once or twice, but tbe three- 
year-old was unable to gain an inch, and it began 
to look as if the added starter wonld make a run- 
away affair of the race. As they entered the home- 
stretch both were doing their best, but Plate Glass 
still had a length's advantage. The mile was 
covered in 1::®. which was also faster than the track 
record. In the final furlong Shilling made an extra 
effort and Zens responded with splendid courage, 
while Piute Glass began to weaken. in the final 
sixteenth the three-year-old succeeded in getting his 
head in front and. gradually gaining from there 
home, lie led Plate Glass by a neck as tbe winning 
mark was passed. Tbe tuiie and a quarter was run 
in 2:014. representing a new track record for the 
distance. Considering that Zeus carried 113 pounds 
ns compared with 117 on Plate Glass, the perform- 
ance of the Hildreth colt was really remarkable. 

The William Hemlrie Memorial Handicap is a 
slake of recent institution.

It has seventy six nomina- 
tions. of which Love-Not. Silver Brush, Colston, 
Plutocrat, Kuisscau. Jabot. Adams Express. Red- 
wine, Maezie, Star O’Ryan, Bayerin, Scrimmage, Sir 
Hawn. Sigurd. Limpet. Bertis. Mud Sill, Any Port, 
Swish and Beteet appear best. The second is the 
Juvenile Stakes for two-year-olds under selling condi- 
tions at five-eighths of a mile. It has 145 nomina- 
tions. including sueli proved fast ones as Cash ou 
Delivery. Calisse, Sadie Shapiro, Yanker, Booby, 
Batwa, Praetorian, Joe Knight, Floral Hay. Tray- 
more, Alpine, Fighting Hope, Alamitos, Guaranola, 
Miss Wiggs, Azyiade, Mary Emily, Presumption, 
High Brow, Closer, t'prigiit. Pliant. Terrible Dan, 
Sister Florence, Mexico, Lady Lightning and Worth.

It has attracted many good 
horses from California and other sections and this, 
in connection with experienced and capable officials, 
seems to assure the best racing ever witnessed in 
Utah.

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BRIGHT PROSPECTS FOR THE LATONIA MEETING 

Interest in Latonia Derby Crowing and a Great Contest Assured— Kenton County 
Track Scheduled for Its Share in Present Prosperity of Kentucky Racing 



Cincinnati, <».. May 27. — Tlie Latonia Derby, to 
lie run at the Covington truek on the opening day 
of the Latonia meeting. June 10. will eclipse ,iii 
brilliancy any former running of this old established 
fixture. Never before have conditions been so aus- 
picious for a great race between tlie acknowledged 
three-year old stars of the west. The winners of 
three Derbys already run this year and also the 
victor of tlie Clark Handicap, ranking in importance 
with tlie Kentucky Derby, and a much-coveted prize, 
will be among the starters. 

The horses that have already achieved distinction 
by Derby successes that will meet in the Latonia 
Derby include Richard F. Carman's Meridian, win- 
ner of the Kentucky Derby: Governor Gray, winner 
of tlie American Derby run at Jacksonville and 
Round the World, victor in tlie Juarez Derby. Star 
Charter, which likewise looms as a likely taetor in 
the race, gained distinction liy a brilliant victory 
in tlie Clark Handicap, in which bo took the measure 
of that good racer Countless. Star Charter showed 
good form as a two-year-old, but sickness interfered 
with his racing early in the year amt he is only now 
beginning to show full recovery. He was not en- 
tered in the Kentucky Derby, consequently bis ad- 
mirers have not had the opportunity to guage his 
merit by the test of racing against the acknowledged 
cracks of his ago. 

Were tlie above quartet to solely make up the 
field, it would insure a great contest, one worth 
going a long distance to witness, lint interest in 
the race will lie materially enhanced by tlie nddi 
tiou of Heatherbroom, owned by Capt. E. B. Cassatt; 
Colston, which finished third in the Kentucky Derby: 
Messenger Boy, with the record of third in the 
American Derby to his credit, Any Fort, Mud Sill, 
White Wool and others. 

The indications are that ten starters will go to 
tlie post to contest for tlie $5,000 prize and the 
glory that goes to the winner.

indications are that a record-breaking crowd will lie 
on baud to witness tlie struggle. Special trains are 
scheduled from various points and as the opening 
falls on a half-holiday, it will afford many tlie oppor- 
tunity of witnessing the Derby who have not before 
been able to see It. 

Advices to John Hachmcister, general manager of 
the Latonia track, are to tlie effect that some dis- 
tinguished New Yorkers will come to witness the 
running of the Derby. There will also tie delegations 
from Chicago, Indianapolis, St. Louis, Memphis, 
Nashville and New Orleans. 

Special trains will also be run between Louisvile 
and Cincinnati on Derby day and an extensive dele- 
gation is expected from tlie Falls City. Ix'xington 
will also contribute a big quota of racing enthusiasts 



for tlie occasion and with fine weather, tlie audience 
should tax to its utmost the recently remodeled and 
spacious plant. 

Judging from tlie numerous applications for stall 
room there is every reason to believe that the num- 
ber of horses at the track this season will exceed 
ail former records. Quality will be conspicuous as 
well, for ail the easterners that have engaged iu 
the sport at Churchill Downs will go to Latonia. 

Not for a great many years lias tlie sport of thor- 
oughbred racing in the State of Kentucky enjoved 
such a successful season as the present one. The 
recent record-breaking meeting at Lexington and tiie 
meeting now being conducted at Churchill Downs, 
which is conceded to lie tlie most successful ami 
prosperous of any meeting ever held at that historic 
course, afford abundant evidence of this satisfactory 
state of affairs. This successful revival of the sport 
is due in no small degree to tlie efforts of the 
gentlemen at the head of the different racing asso- 
ciations in the Blue Grass State who have striven 
to restore tlie sport to its former glory. The instal- 
lation of the pari-mutuel system of betting has been 
an important factor, of course, as lias the presence 
of many high-class horses that heretofore raced ex- 
clusively upon t lie metropolitan tracks. 

That the meeting at Latonia, which commences 
June 10 and continues until July 15, will prove just 
as successful as the Lexington and Louisville meet- 
ings there is no reason to doubt. Identical condi- 
tions will prevail at the Kenton County track. High- 
class officials will watch over the destinies of the 
meeting; tlie same high-class thoroughbreds will he 
seen in action, and the pari-mutuel machines that 
have won [lopular favor at Lexington and Louisville 
will again be iu operation at the beautiful Latouia 
course. 

The Latonia management is completing some ex- 
pensive improvements at tlie famous old track in 
tlie Kenton County hills. The club has already ex- 
pended no less than $35,000 in improvements, and 
every penny of this amount lias lieen put to good 
nse. Those who have visited the rehabilitated 
course declare it to tie tlie handsomest and liest- 
apisiinted in tlie west. Nature lias done much for 
this track, but tlie management lias been improving 
upon nature. No inconsiderable amount of money 
lias been expended upon tlie infield and grounds, 
and for this puriiose the services of an expert land- 
scape gardener have been called into requisition. 
Tlie result of Ids art demonstrates that a race track 
can lie turned into a beauty iqiot. The list of im- 
provements embraces a remodeled grandstand, with 
a generous seating capacity; an enlarged lietting 
shed to meet the demands of tlie increased atteiiil- 
anre. and tlie construction of no less than seventy- 
five private boxes. 

Another improvement that will tie welcomed is a 
new automobile shed capable of housing any number 
of machines that it may Is* asked to. A new press 
stand is an innovation that will prove popular with 
tlie newspaper men. Improved stabling accommoda- 
tion for tlie hundreds of horses that will tie on hand 
for the meeting will be appreciated by the horse- 
men, and will g<\ a long way towards making the 
management popular with the men who furnish the 
material for the racing. 

The extensive improvements and the bright pros- 
pects of the Latonia track are due in no small 
measure to the efforts of John Hachmcister. the 
energetic manager of the beautiful course. Since 
taking bold of Latonia’s affairs be has worked dili- 
gently to restore the sport to its former greatness, 
and success seems in sight as liis reward. 



DECISION OF THE FAMED EPSOM DERBY RIGHT AT HAND 



The Epsom Derby will lie rim next Wednesday. No other race lias such world-wide celebrity. By his- 
torical associations and common consent it is tlie race of all races and to win it means enduring fame tor 
horse and owner. From the king down every English owner cherishes the lioiie that some day it may fall to 
his lot to experience the supreme joy of leading home a Derby winner in exulting pride. It is not probable 
that King George will have a starter this year, lint It will not lie many years until he will furnish contend- 
ers and possibly a winner. At least such is the wish of every loyal Briton. 

When Sunstar won the Two Thousand Guineas in easy fashion a few weeks back lie was at once made 
the Derby favorite, but with some objections and misgivings,- based mainly on the suggestion that lie is a 
Sundridge and therefore probably a non-stayer. However, lie came out in tlie mile and a quarter Newmarket 
Stakes at tlie Newmarket Second Spring meeting and defeated Bcaurepaire and other candidates just as 
easily as he had triumphed in the Two Thousand. This largely dissipated the fear that a mile and a half 
would prove too far for him to cover successfully and lie is now the hottest ante-post favorite of recent 
years, standing at 0 to 4 ill the latest quotations received. 

Still Sunstar is to have abundant opposition when the big raee comes on. English turf publications give 
the daily training moves of thirty-one probable opponents for Joel’s fast colt, of these King William was 
second choice at 100 to 11 in tlie most recent ante-post betting. Stedlast. I’ietri and Ixird Burgoyne stood at 
to to 1 each, Adam Bede at 100 to 8 and others at longer prices. Ixird Burgoyne won tlie French Two 
Thousand two weeks ago and there is now considerable expectation, but no certainty, that M. Edmond 
Blanc will send him over from France in another effort to reap Derby honors. Undoubtedly he would come 
iu for sound hacking if it was known positively he is to Ik- sent to Epsom. 

So far as American candidates are concerned it cannot be said that there is much encouragement for 
folks on this side of the big water. Adam Beile is a gigantic colt ttiat has trained encouragingly and lias 
been well backed, lieing supported to win over $25,000 May 1!* alone. He is to lie ridden liy B. Dillon and is 
all that could be desired in breeding, conformation and action, but lie is an unknown quantity in public 
racing and English critics hold to tlie opinion that lie has been in their country such a short time that he 
cannot lie properly prepared for such a race as tlie Derby. Mr. James R. Keene’s Runnymcdc ran a good 
race in tbe Two Thousand Guineas and finished fifth when not entirely ripe. Since then he lias won the 
Marlborough Stakes at Gatwiek over a slightly longer course than ihe Rowley Milo and is probably much 
improved. These two cults represent out best chances. It is said that Mr. Whitney will lie represented by 
AH Gold. It is not sure llrat he will not start Iron Mask also, although the latter ran more tike a sprinter 
than a stayer in tlie Two Thousand. The Canadian hope. Kel d’Or, is supposed to lie a sure starter, but 

outside of the fact that lie lias been steadily in training nothing is known of what he can do.

SPOKANE’S RECORD BROKEN 

CHURCHILL DOWNS MARK OF LONG STANDING 
FINALLY IS REDUCED. 



Summer Night Runs Mile and a Half in 2:33, Dis- 
placing Mark of 2:34£, Which Has Stood for 
22 Years — Ocean Bound Wins Stake, 



Louisville, Ky.. May 27. — Tlie sensational finishes 
which have marked the running of stake events 
here and notably handicaps were continued this af- 
ternoon, when Ocean Bound, tlie favorite, scored 
in tlie Louisville Handicap over Melisando by the 
short margin of a nose at the end of a whirlwind 
stretch drive. The winner appeared a forlorn hope 
a furlong from the finish, as Mclisnnde had a good 
lead and was going steadily. She liegan shortening 
her stride perceptibly In tlie last sixteenth despite 
jockey Goose’s urging, while Ocean Bound, on the 
other hand, made an extra spurt and got up just 
in time. Prince Gal, which had been prominent all 
the way. landed third place from Jack Parker. 
Round the World and Governor Gray, two promi- 
nent Latonia Derby candidates, were starters In the 
race, but performed disappointingly. The filly dis- 
played early speed, but weakened badly after going 
half a mile. Governor Gray was away from the 
barrier with a proppy stride and jockey Thomas 
could not make him extend himself. 

Sweltering weather was unheeded by wliat was 
probably the biggest Saturday crowd in years, if 
Derby Day be excepted. The multitude jammed tlie 
hotting shed to the suffocating point and kept the 
iimtnel machine operators in a constant state of ac- 
tivity. the volume of speculation for the day nearly 
reaching Derby Day proportions. King Broomstick 
was the only winner during the afternoon not exten- 
sively supported, consequently the majority of the 
siH-ctators combined profit with their day’s outing. 

The mile and a half race, the first run at ttiis 
distance here this season, resulted in the reduction 
of a track record. The mark of 2:344, which was 
reduced, was made by Spokaue on May 9. 1889. in 
winning the Kentucky Derby, then run over the mile 
and a half route. It had spud the onslaught of 
many attempts during twenty-two years, tmt Sum- 
mer Night tli is afternoon found It a rather easy 
feat to lead tier opposition to tin- finish, and reduced 
l lie former mark by a second and a half. Sbe nroh 
ablv could have run a second faster, for sbe was 
well in hand at tin- finish and bad much in reserve. 
Question Mark, bunglingly ridden by jockey Archi- 
bald. saved second place from Layminstcr. 

Archibald's tamr bundling of Star Charter, an over- 
whelming favorite, was directly responsible for bis 
non success in tlie third raee at a mile and seventy 
yards, the purse going to Ilazel Burke, which in her 
preceding essay rau a dead heat with Colston. The 
latter was also among the starters in today’s race, 
but finished far back. Archibald kept the Schorr 
candidate oil tlie extreme outside for tlie entire 
trip, which caused him to lose many lengths. At 
tlie finish he was licatcu a scant length. Hazel Burke 
being a neck in advance of Ella Bryson, with a half 
length between tier and Star Charter. With capable 
handling Star Charter would have won hy himself. 

J. B. Itespcss’ Kentucky Derby winner. Winter- 
green, made his appearance iu tlie opening raee 
after a winter's retirement and, outclassing his op- 
position, won after a mild drive to dispose of Ethel- 
da. J. B. Itespcss is said to have won handsomely 
on his colt’s success. 

TatKKi made it three straight by landing the clos- 
ing dash in commanding style from a really good 
hand of selling platers that included Foxy Mary, 
Descomnets, Superstition and Princelike. The last 
named was the favorite, but she got away slowly 
from the post, and ran in dull fashion. 

Tlie inconsistent King Broomstick, which last year 
gave promise of being a good two-.vear-olil. furnished 
a surprise liy outstaying Capt. E. B. Cassatt’s Be. 
after a strenuous drive. Rose of Jeddah was the 
favorite iu the race, but she succumbed readily after 
following I!e for half a mile and fell an easy victim 
to Aegutu’s final rush for third money.

TO CONSIDER PLANS FOR FUTURE. 

Kentucky Association Directors to Hold Meeting on 
Tuesday — Few Horses Left at Lexington. 



Lexington. Ky., May 27.— Secretary Garrett D. 
Wilson has issued a call for a meeting of the direc- 
tors of the Kentucky Association to be held here 
next Tuesday, when the reports of the secretary 
and treasurer on the financial results of the recent 
spring meeting will l»* received; plans and dates 
for tlie fall meeting discussed; certain improvements 
in tlie plant outlined and tiie conditions for three or 
more stakes announced. The stakes in contempla 
tion are the renewal of the Camden Handicap and 
tin* Blue Grass Stakes for 1912 and the Breeders’ 
Futurity for 1913, the Futurity for 1912 having 
already closed. These three stakes are to close on 
July 1. It lias been suggested in the form of an 
editorial in one of the local newspapers that tlie 
Breeders' Futurity for 1913 is* conditioned for the 
fall meeting instead of the spring meeting and that 
the distance lie increased to six furlongs or a mile. 
This suggestion, for various reasons, does not meet 
with tin* approval of the majority of the directors 
and it is not to he expected that it will be adopted. 
Tlie distance) of the Futurity for 1912 has been in- 
creased from a half mile to four and one-half 
furlongs, anil it is likely that the conditions of the 
race for 1913 will he a duplicate of those for next 
year. 

There are only twenty-eight horses now quartered 
at the Kentucky Association course and Superin- 
tendent James P. Ross has taken advantage of the 
opportunity to thoroughly clean the grounds and 
stables and to disinfect the stalls. With the excep- 
tion of two or three all of tlie horses now here are 
to he shipped to Latonia a few days before the open- 
ing of the meeting at the Kenton County track on 
June 10. Howard (lots has six, including the Turtle 
Dove filly and the Mary Graves filly: George limes 
has Zim. Tom Kirby. Joe Diebold and Billy Lynch: 
Robert Proflit of Winchester is getting ready four 
2-year-olds: James 1*. Itess has six. Tender Heart, Ko- 
pek and four two-year-olds belonging to Talbot Bros., 
of Paris: Tom Harmon lias Rose O’Neil and I’rocla; 
C. D. Clienault has Milton B. and Sarah Chenault: 
II. P*. Ileetlier has Catherine Ilampson and one other 
two-year old; E. G. Christian inis Miss Bereand, and 
tlie list is made complete with Mesmeric, which was 
left here by J. R. Taylor in charge of his brother, 
former jockey Tommy Taylor. Mesmeric has been 
sick and will be turned out. Kopek injured an 
ankle in ills race here May 9 and was presented to 
Superintendent Itoss by W. A. Buck.

BRIGHT LIGHTS OF THE ENGLISH TURF. 

Of the astute quartet constituting what is known 
as tin* Druid's Lodge Confederacy. A. P. Cunliffe 
carries most weight. Among types he would lie 
classed with Lord Haldane. Pelissier the Potter, 
and long John Halliek, of Lainbourn. His round 
shaven face gives him tlie appearance of a jovial 
low comedian, but lie never plays tlie fool. Tlie 
part would not suit him. In the management of a 
racing stable, in the placing of his horses when 
they have good winning chances, and in the exoen 
tion of a backing commission, few men are so adept 
as Mr. Cunliffe. Tlie race on which lie has specially 
left his mark is the Cambridgeshire. 

Edward Hiilton. one of tlie magnates of journal- 
ism. Head of a very prosperous newspaper business 
in Manchester. Recently abandoned tlie nom dr 
course under which he raced with nnpreciable suc- 
cess for many years. Bought tin* Warren Stud at 
Newmarket from the executors of the late Sir Daniel 
Cooper, and is now breeding high-class bloodstock — 
a fact which vendors of yearlings will not gloat 
over, for Mr. Holton has been a bold buyer at New 
market and Doncaster. Trains with Dick Wootton 
at Epsom, and has second claim on Frank's ser- 
vices. A prominent figure in the coursing world, 
and won the Waterloo Cup three years ago. 

Arthur James. Soil of a Liverpool merchant, he 
dates his years from 1.853, He began his rarin" 
career in 1885. was elected a menilier of the Jockey 
Club in 1900. and officiated as steward in 1903 and 
tlie two following years. lie married in 1885 Eula- 
lia. daughter of tlie late Right lion. G. Cavendish 
Rcntinck. His colors, lilac, have only once been 
borne to victory in the classic race — wiien Gorges 
won the Two Thousand Guineas in 1900. Carried 
off the Goodwood Cup three years in succession, witli 
Forlnnatus. Perseus and Rabelais, and tlie Windsor 
Castle Stakes at Ascot with Malum. Huntly and 
Chain Stitch. For many years his horses were qunr 
tired in tlie Royal Stable. Egerton House, lint last 
year they went to Stanley House when Marsh became 
private trainer to the king. An honored member o" 
tlie hierarchy of the turf. Breeds his own race 
horses. 

Jack Barnato Joel does not look much like an An- 
geliean churchman, lint he is a great believer in 
Dean Swift — esjiecially at Epsom. He feeds the old 
horse on roast turkey and plum pudding to tempt 
him to win a third City and Suburban. Mr. Joel 
is a keen man of business and knows the jiower of 
money, bnt has also realized that money is not 
the only power on tin* turf, whore breeding tolls 
in the long run. Therefore, at his Childwiekbury 
Stud Farm, he breeds high-class race horses to parry 
his black jacket and red cap. 

Believing in tlie adage “business is business.’’ 
In* conducts Ills breeding and racing on strictly com- 
mercial linos, and publishes a balance sheet. He 
can tell to a penny how tin* profit and loss account 
stands, and. although lie lias won large sums in 
| stakes, tlie balance on tlie turf page of his ledger 
J is still on the wrong side. Tint he never grumbles. 

ilis horses are trained at Wantage by Charles Mor- 
t ton. who is regarded as lieing the most business 
| lik** of trainers. He lias won the Oaks twice, and 
j lives in the hope of breeding the winner of the 
! Derby. Being only forty-nine years of age, and 

endowed with the health, energy and per several 

of his race, lie will probably succeed In doing so. 
Mr. Joel has tasted the sweets of life as well as the 



sours, and he is very partial to honey. 

H. J. King may *,e described as a thorough cos- 
mopolitan. Was iiorn in 1.849, educated in America, 
and then went to the Cape, where he engaged in the 
diamond industry. Began racing here in 1897 and 
two years later established a stud, where he bred 
Prince I’lorizel, Mimicry and Comedian. Other horses 
he has owned are ttvehid, Carlin. Lvaslt, School- 
girl. Mi Novia and Chicane. A steadfast patron of 
Felix Leach. 

Paul N'elke — “Pretty Polly Nelke” they call him 
in tlie city, and this is a token of li is popularity. 
No man enjoys a day’s racing mere than he does, 
and when ids horses win his whole laxly seems to 
smile. It is a big. broad smile. Ho is the kindest 
and gentlest of men, and he is one of the most regu- 
lar attendants at the park meetings around London. 
He always hacks his horses and makes no mystery 
about them. When he goes into the ring with his 
little, short steps, lie is not followed by tin inquisi- 
tive crowd, as some owners are. Everyone knows lie 
is going to have a fiver each way on his own. He 
is now the eliief mainstay of Sam Pickering’s stable, 
and it is pleasant to see his colors in lack’s way. 
He does not. disdain the ownership of platers and he 
patronizes both tiranches of sport, his jumpers be- 
ing trained by Gore. 

James A. do Rothschild — “Jimmy” to his intimate 
friends; and Baron James to his continental rela- 
tives. Is the younger brother of Baron Maurice do 
Rothschild, Ixith being sons of Baron Edmond de 
Rothschild, tiie present head of the big banking 
house in Paris. Has never used the title of Baron, 
to which he has full right, preferring to be a simple 
English gentleman rather than an Austrian noble- 
man. He is a thin, studious-looking young man, with 
a pule face and an eye-glass. He took high honors at 
school and college and has written a learned work 
on Shakespeare. Possesses real ability and plenty of 
pluck. Is the youngest race horse owner to carry 
off tlie Ascot Gold Gup and tlie Doncaster Cup. His 
horses run in tlie blue and yellow livery of his 
house, but' lie has added chevrons to his racing 
jacket. Has raced in England for seven or eight 
years. Beppo is probably the lx*st horse lie has 
owned. This son of Marco is now at the Glasgow 
Stud, near Enfield. Mr. Rothschild, whose horses 
are trained by Pratt, is not averse from having a 
lilt with the ring and does not always come off tri- 
umphant. After Snow Leopard had let him down 
at Epsom two years ago he avenged himself by 
changing the horse’s name to Slow Leopard — a little 
joke that cost a “fiver.” 

Another owner that likes to breed his own race 
horses is Washington Singer, and lie is now one of 
tlie leading patrons of the Manton Stable, ne is a 
good, all-round sportsman, hunts in Devonshire, 
fishes and shoots in Scotland. An aftlent patron of 
athletics and a big subscriber to football clubs. Has 
a clean shaven, chubby face, and hair inclined to be 
curly. Is one of the neatest and best -dressed men oil 
tlie race course. Is always well groomed and looks 
as if he hail just come from the coiffeur’s. Slung 
across his shoulder he usually carries a smart case 
for his rao* glasses, which always lias the appear- 
ance of lieing newly bought. Ilis gloves and boots 
are invariably spotless. It hardly seems possible 
that lie lias been racing twenty years, but such is 
the case, and among the good horses that have ear 
ried the myrtle green jacket with the white-striped 
sleeves and cap have been Telescope, Bearwood, 
Torrent. Pradella Torpoint, and Cballaeombe, winner 
of the St. Leger six years ago. 

Louis Winans is tlie son of an American million- 
aire railway contractor. Has lived practically all 
his life in England. Famous as a revolver expert 
and as a breeder and racer of trotting horses. Has 
been a prominent figure at the International Horse 
Shows at Olympia. Came into prominence on the 
turf by Importing the American tired Sir Martin, 
which won the Coronation Cun at Epsom last year, 
and which fell- in Minoru’s Derby — a race lie was 
very much expected to win. Trains with Joe Can- 
non. — London Sporting Life. 



DECIDING A FINE FINISH. 

“I noticed.” said a veteran turfman, “that there 
was some dissatisfaction with the placing of the 
horses recently in a race at one of tlie southern 
tracks. Every now and then some of the public who 
are not on tlie finishing line fine fault with the de- 
cisions of tlie judges. Generally it’s their money 
tiiat does tlie talking. 

“It's amusing to hear some yawp of tiie loser who 
always prefaces his real complaint with the state 
ment that lie was right on the line when So-and-So 
won by a good big head. Now, as a matter of fact, 
no person bnt tlie judges and the stewards are in a 
position accurately to determine tlie positions of tlie 
horses in a close finish, and when it conies right 
down to bedrock the stewards are not strictly cont- 
inent to say which horse is first, second or third, 
especially when the contestants arc widely separated, 
as they are above the heads of the horse’s. 

“Take tlie case of half a dozen horses battling 
ncs^ and nose In tlie last sixteenth of a mile, the 
man who doesn't draw a bend on the white line 
winch marks tiie finishing point on tlie opposite side 
t*f the track driving the sight from tlie iron rod at 
iho outer confines of the stand is simply guessing. 
With the judges on a line and sighting as above 
there is no chance for error, provided always, of 
course, that you know the colors and the horses. 

“Tiie best method I know of to insure correct 
placing is to follow the horses as they rise with 
your field glasses. In this manner it is always pos- 
sible to determine what horses are fighting for tlie 
lead, and when tlie contest is at its hottest vou have 
a Plan of tlie field platter accurately in vour mind — 
photographed mentally, as it were. Tlie man who 
keeps both eyes open at. the finish and depends upon 
Die saddlecloth numbers or the colors is bound to 
make a mistake some day. 

“Two jockeys in white jackets, the one wearing 
a red and the other a blue cap. may lose their head- 
gear. They may both have mounts on bay horses 
and the saddle numbers may be turned up and not 
visible, as they frequently are. Horses have an in- 
viduality, just as human beings have, and if you 
make a study of their characteristics it is surpris- 
ing how readily the* close observer will pick out tiie 
individuals. 

“Many years ago I remember seeing a man win a 
good dinner through liis capability in this direction. 
3 liis man was a follower of the turf and was a 
student of tlie horse. He could tell you tlie color 
and marking of perhaps 90 per cent, of the horses 
in training and knew their pedigrees thoroughly. 

“We were driving on the Ocean boulevard in tlie 
early days of March, three of us tiehind a pair of 
trotters, when the horseman remarked as we drove 
along that tlie pair of thoroughbreds a quarter of a 
mile or so ahead of us, trotting quietly under the 
blankets, looked like Wall Jim and Little Tom. Tiie 
third man in the party was incredulous. 

“ ‘Do yon mean to say you can tell those horses 
that far away?’ he said, with fine scorn in his drv 
Nebraska tones. 

“ ‘Yes.’ was thq horseman’s reply, ‘and I’ll bet 
you on it.’ 

“ ‘You’re on for a diliner for the party.’ was the 
retort. 

“When we had overtaken the thoroughbreds the 
doubter called to one of the bovs in the saddle 
‘What horses are those?’ 

“ ‘Walt Jim and Little Tom,’ was the lad’s re 
ply. 

“Something was said about the folly of betting a 
man on his own game, and then the horseman was 
usked to explain how he had recognized tlie horses 
at such a distance. 

“ ‘Because.’ lie replied, ‘one was much larger than 
the other, because one carried a high head and the 
other a low one, and because they were both chest- 
nuts. Then, too. the way they trotted was an indi- 
cation. and, last of ail, I knew tiiat no other stable 
than McLaughlin's at Gravesend contained horses so 
unlike each other as these two. Wall Jim was a big 
leggr fellow, upward of 1C.2 hands high. Little 
Tom was barely 15.1. 

“I’ve seen tlie same man do many stunts in tlie 
same line since, and I know it wasn’t an accident 
that lie picked the horse correctly tiiat morning. 

“I never read about or see a demonstration against 
ti e placing of horses tiiat I am not reminded of the 
story of a more or less famous Kentucky colonel 
who was asked to officiate as indge at a small meet- 
ing in a neighboring state. You know tlie extent to 
which hospitality is carried, and finally when the 
last race of the day was run the nmntiers were not 
hung up and tiie crowd surrounded tlie judges’ stand, 
clamoring for the winner. 

“Tlie secretary, after some minutes had passed, 
and there was no sign of a decision, rushed Into the 
iuclosure anil found tlie colonel scantling his pro- 
gram critically. 

“ ‘For God’s sake, colonel.’ lie said, ‘put up your 
numbers, or there’ll be a riot! Who won the race?’ 

“ ‘Ah don't know who won,’ said tlie colonel, 
blandly, ‘but a little chestnut boss with foah white 
feet and a blazed face was thud, and I’d know him 
again if I evali see him, suli.’ 

“In tlx* old-time days there was a fire-eating Ken- 
tuckian who raced horses, anil tlie position of judge 
was never an enviable one whenever he had a nomi- 
nation in a race, especially if tlie. finish were close 
or any foul riding had lieen indulged in. This man 
\yould shoot at the drop of the hut, and he gave a 
well-known official of those days a good scare at 
Lexington shortly after the war. This man, long 
since dead, used to tell the story oil himself. 

“It appears that lie and some friends were having 
a drink under tin* judges’ stand, where a bottle of 
bourbon and a jug of water were always to be found 
when Hie horses were started. None of the party 
was aware that tlie race was on until a mighty 
oheeripp attracted ttieir attention. Tlie judge looked 
ont in time to see that two horses very closely lapped 
l ad already passed tlie finishing lino, and that the 
third horse was not yet at the wire, lie was in a 
quandary what to do, when lie caught sight of tlie 
Kentuckian pacing up and down outside the cage 
with liis hands in liis pockets. 

“ ‘If he beat me it was only by inches.’ he 
shouted, looking up at the judge, who had clambered 



to his perch — in those days they placed the horses 
from a high stand. 

“That was his cue, and the judge used to laugh 
as lie told how much satisfaction his decision of a 
dead heat conveyed to all hands.”
